 belling ? Would tranſplanting of all F-z/and ſerve the Turn? Sure 
ſuch a Conqueſt would drain and ruine England, as the Zndies have 
Spain. 

"ha ſuppoſe we had it and could keep it : Our King would make 
his Reſidence in France, and En2l/2nd would become a Province 
like Flanders, when their Earls came to be Kings of Spain ; Or as 
Scotland is now tv England, which was wilely foreſeen by Hen.

The Zztereft and Zife of Holland,all the World knows is Zraae. It 
is Advantapeons to others ; butit is V-riſſary to them. Their Co- 
#/nent eannot make them- live : Therefore whoever rivals their 
Trade muſt be irreconcilable co them ; nor can they ever be rrue 
and hearty to ſuch. | 

Eneland has been their only mighty Rival for the 7raxe of the 
VVorld : VVhence, that wiſe Chancrllor of England, the Parl of « 
Shaftsbury, in his Speech to the Parliament, 5. Feb." 1672. lays ut | 
down as a Maxim never to be forgor in Emelanld. Zet this be remem- 
bred (laith he) 7he States of Holland are England's erernal Extemy, 
both by Intereſt and In:lination : And he gives the Reaſon, becaulc

But above all things the molt altumiſhing and down-right Diabo-

** dence apain{t theſe Perſons was very full and clear, and they ac- 
* cordingly found guilty of High Treaſon, Thele are the Words 
of that Gazette ; gniee me only mind the Reader, That the City 
was fired. the very. Day. which was there/mentioned 5 that 15, 
the Fire began about 12 at Night, the' 24 of ' Seprember 66, of 
early on the 3d, which wes the firſt Day of the Fire 

This makes it a Demonſtration, that the Dutch Plot, mentioned
